Caring for the Wounded 


Increasing Number of Disabled Can- 
adian Soldiers Being Cared 
for Here

More than twice as many disabled 
Canadian soldiers are now being car- 
ed for by the Military Hospitals 
Commission as were on the rolls at 
New Year. 

A year ago the total. was about 
1,530. By December 2 the figure had 
risen to 2,634. Then came a slight 
:bb, to 2,404 at Christmas. The tide 

as sincé been flowing strongly, and 
high-water mark was . reached on 
April 15 with a total of 5,677, in spite 
of the hundreds discharged in the 
meanwhile. 

Of course, this influx is not the 
effect of recent fighting. Jt means 
that a large number of Canadians, 
wounded or otherwise — invalided 
months ago, have sufficiently recov 
ered in’ England to be sent home 
for the completion of their cure in 
Canada. 

Nearly all of the recent arrivals 
have been convalescents.. The Cana- 
dian medical authorities in England 
have not yet found it practicable to 
send ovet, any large number of “bed 
j cases,” ; : 

One object of such a transference 
«would be to make more room in’ over- 
‘| sea hospitals for men falling in the 
great military operations of the pres- 
ent ‘year.

Piracy and Murder 
On the Bigh Sead 
Captain. Kidd’s Acts Are’ no Worse 


é Than the Germans’ 
The story of the French schooner 


“Legntine” is a tale of modern piracy | 


and murder which rivals any of the 
unauthenticated history of Captain 
Kidd. 
the high ‘seas on the morning o 
March 25, 1917. The schooner .“Leon- 
tine” carrying 230 tons of mine 
stakes left——- France on March 23 
at.two o'clock. Two days later the 
“Leontine” was stopped by a_ long 
range shot from a German siubmar- 


‘ine. The crew, eight persons in all, 


prepared to leavé the ship as . the 
captain rushed down. below for the 
schooner's' papers, The submarine 
approached and lay 300 metres away, 
her commander ‘and crew watching 
all that was happening aboard the 
“Leontine.” ; : 
Instead of allowing the unarmed 
men to save themselves the submar- 
ine kept 4 a steady fire, deluging 
the little ship with forty rounds of 
shrapnel. The first few shots killed 
four of the crew and wounded: the 
other four, three seriously. The 


“Leontine” was a charnel house so} 


far as. the human material aboard 
could make it. Her captain, slightly 
wounded, as he attempted to mount 
the bridge, returned to the deck an‘

Seeing that all the crew was either 
killed’ or wounded, the boarding: par- 
ty placed their bombs and prepared 
to leave.

pealed to the enemy. évolver 
shots answered their appeals. Aboard 
the submarine, the crew which crow- 
déd its deck applauded this act with 
laughter and shouts. 

Shortly before the first bomb ex- 
ploded aboard the “Leontine” the 
submarine turned and steamed to a 
tore a 
waping hole in the vessel’s side. The 
first mate, who survived the double 
iniury, faintly called to the captain 
that another bomb was about to ex 
plode. This bomb was hanging over 
the side by a cord and the captain 
The first bomb had 
done the work. Water was lapping 
the decks. The little ship wallowed 
in the waves and a sudden gust of 
wind threw her strongly to port and 
she capsized immediately. 

The survivors, four in) number— 
captain, first mate, cabin boy and a 
sailor’ whom the captain aided_ to 
hide himself forward, were thrown 
into the sea but managed to keep 
afioat on gvreckage which surround- 
By superhu- 
man efforts they detached one of the 
“Leontine’s" boats and crawled into 


it. 
The boat battered by shrapnel, 
capsized. By this time the mate and 
cabin boy had succumbed to their 
wounds. The two others crawled 
atop the capsized boat-while the cap- 
tain, sumomining all his strength, ap- 
pealed by signals to the submarine 
which lay some distance away watch- 
ing the show. ‘The answer to this 
was the training of the U-boat’s deck 
gun on the two helpless men. No 
shot was fired. The enemy probably 
being content to let the victims dic 
a slow death. The submarine then 
cruised heartlessly out of sight- 
Four hours of, intense suffering 
passed before the survivors were sig- 
valled and picked up by a_ passing 
ship. They are safely ashore today, 
recovering and able to tell the tragic 
story of modern heartless piracy.

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Interesting Experiment Cattied. on 
By GH Hutton at Lacombe ~* 


Early in December last, two cars 
of cattle were put on feed at Lacombe 
one group being fed a ration of frast- 
ed wheat and the second lot receiving 
oats and barley in equal parts, 
group received the same weight ‘of 


the same class of roughage 
the entire feeding period. 
teresting to note that wheat which 
was quite badly frozen produced’ 
greater gains than were made by the 
groups receiving oats and barley. No 
ill effects resulted from the feeding ° 
of frosted wheat. Some feeders pre- 
dicted that this ration would cause 
excessive scouring but such was. not 
the result as the groups ‘were’ in 
equally good condition  throughott 
the test. Had the steers been of 
equal weight at the beginning’ of the 
experiment, an increased profit in 
favor of frosted wheat , of $3.38 per 
head would have been shown.

In the: last few years’ before the 
war the world came to know some 
of the rotten features of the German 
army, the German officer, and. the 
German soldier. The ‘famous “Cap- 
fain von Koperick” will not readily 
be forgotten. He was'an old cob- 
bler who had not even been a__sol- 
dicr, as he was deformed, But  don- 
ning an Officer’s uniform, which was 
not even complete, he assumed com- 
mand of a squad of soldiers whom he 
met in a street in Berlin, and march- 
ed them ott to Kopenick, a village 
eight miles southeast of the <apital, 


where: he held up, the burgemeistcr. 


or mayor, and robbed the treasury of 
the village. The brutal-and disgust- 
ing-conduct of Lieutenant von Forst- 
‘ter, in’ the neighborhood: of, Zabern 
(formerly Saverte) “in © Alsace-Lor- 
raine, threw alight on the mentality 
of the German officer. But the 
greatest exposure of the inner rot- 
tenness of the system and its in- 
dividuals, officers, non-commissioned 
officers, and men, was made _ in_ the 
celebrated: military novel, “Aus Einer 
Bilse, published in Germany in 1903, 
and translated into. English under the 
title, “Life in a Garrison Town.” The 
novel was surpressed in Germany 
and its author imprisoned. Buf still 
the machine kept its reputation. 

If the German army, as a ma- 
chitfe and in’ its individuals, had 
been what Germany had led Europe 
to believe, victory ought to have fol- 
owed quickly thé invasion of Bel- 
gium., But the Belgian soldier sur- 
prised the world by unexpected cour- 
age and sacrifice, with every disad- 
vantage to face. He rose to nobility 
in comparison with the armics of the 
kaiser. The French soldier soon 
found that individualy he was more 
than the German’s equal. His pa- 
triotic self-sacrifice made him strong 
in defeat as few believed that he 
could be, and then his innate _ bril- 
liance as a soldier, the inheritance of 
centuries, came to the surface again. 
But the greatest revetation to the 
world was in the qualities of the 
British army. Mons, the Aisne and 
the Marne, followed by the two bat- 
tles of Ypres, destroyed once for all 
the legend of the national superiority 
of the Germans as soldiers. 

. One and. all they appear as gross 
materialists; French , Belgians and 
British appear as idealists—thei: in- 
spiration is love of country, love of 
justice and_right; it is a religious in- 
spiration.. Their inspiration 1s still 
a rsing force, that of the Germans is 
spent in the consciousness of failure. 
he German idea of fighting is to 
overwhelm by mass; Frenchmen, 
Gelgian and Briton, each desires 
nothing better than to get at the in- 
dividual Bosche in hand to hand con- 
flict, with bomb or bayonet. So 
marked is this contrast at the pres- 
ent'time that, while the French and 
British make continuous trench raids 
with their ordinary forces, the enemy 
apparently cannot get his rank and 
file to face >this work( . and has to 
employ his special sturmtruppen, or 
storming troops. Whoever may be 
“the finest soldier in the world,” it is 
not the German. Man to man, and 
hand to hand, he is proved inferior 
to three nationalities on the western 
front alone. —Rev. fT. Hannan, C.F.

German government that they: inust 
not believe. me—that they must _ not 
believe the: president—they must’ not 
believe the American: people—but be- 
lieve these people, And to. a great 
extent: this ‘war.is due to- the fact 
that these pro-German Americans— 
a certain number of them—misin- 
formed the German government as 
to the sentiments of this country, Of 
course, there were some among them 
that remairied true blue Americans, 
and I want now to pay a public tri- 
bute to Mr. Conger, who represent- 
ed the Associated Press,’ and Karl 
Ackerman, who represented the Unit- 


led Pgess, because both of these men 


in spite of .all blandishments and 
temptations of Berlin, remained true 
Americans during all the time that 
they were in Germany.” ~* 

The United States will presumably 
be a pretty warm place for these 
mischief-makers when they return, 
if they sHould dare to do so. It was 
quite apparent to the discerning that 
these men had an undertaking with 
the German authorities and took their 
instructions from them. 


’ A Better Understanding 


Now Overcoming the Ill-effects of 
American Prejudice 


An important result of the war will 
be the improved relations between 
Great Britain and the United States. 
‘There has, unfortunatcly, been a pre- 
judice against English and 
Iinglishmen due chiefly to. Fenians 
and the American politicians who ca- 
ter to ~the Irish-American vote. 
American school books have been 
stuffed with grétesque falsehoods 
about ‘the stupidity of English states- 
inen and the cowardice and cruelty 
of English soldiers; On_ the other 
hand there has been no misrepresen- 
tation of the United States.in British 
text-books and in England for a long 
time the American has been more 
warmly received than any other 
alien. Indeed, he bas been quite as 
well treated as a Canadian or an Aus- 
tralian. Some time will be required 
to restore this anti-English prejudice 
but the work is alrcady under way, 
and is being assisted by leading news- 
papers. An illustration to this is to 
be found in a recent issue of the New 
York Herald which publishes a state- 
ment from Mr. Hannis Taylor, who 
was minister to Spain. in Cleveland’s 
second administration and who now, 
testifies to the fact, that when an at- 
tempt was made in 1898 to form a 
‘European coalition against the Unit- 
ed States, England intervened, thus 
‘probably saving the United States 
from humiliation.—Toranto Mail 
and Empire.

Why ‘Americans 7 
ERED Enlist So Slowly 


They Want. Lots Cast and Then 


“They'll Take Their Chances 
as Indicated 


Annesley, Burrowes writes as fol- 
lows in the Detroit: Free Press: 

That million of volunteers who 
were to spring to arnis over night, 
according to the promise cf anti-pre- 
paredness congréssmen, have not yet 
spring. In fact the United States 
has not as yet produced as many mil- 
itary yolunteers as Canada produced 
during ‘the first weeks of the war. 

Excluding ‘the French Canadians, 
who have not responded to the call, 
Canada has only a few more than 5,- 
000,000 of people; while the United 
States has ‘about 20 times that num- 
ber. Within two weeks after the call 
for volunteers, Canada had 32,000 
mén under arms, and more comjng. 
On the same basis,-had Canada been 
a nation of 100,000,000 it would have 
produced in the same period 740,000 
volunteers, Since’ the. war began, 
Canada with her 5, of available 
population, has enlisted 400,000 vol- 
‘unteers and at the same rate, had she 
possessed - 100,000,000 population, 
would have produced 8,000,000 of 
volunteers, 

Nobody has yet suggested that 8,- 
000,000 Americans will volunteer or 
be asked to volunteer for . military 
service. But, on the other hand no- 
body would venture to suggest that 
the young men of the United States 
are less courageous than the young 
men of Canada,. 

The fact simply is that the young 
men of the United States are more 
progressive than the young men of 
Canada. .The Canadians stuck to the 
old fashioned idea of volunteering. 
They persisted in the belief that the 
state has no right to call on its young 
fiien. to sacrifice life and fortune for 
the benefit of the whole nation.) In 
their opinion, it was the duty of the 
state to beg this favor of its people 
and they thought the people retained 


the privilege of ascending when thicy|, 


felt like it, or of telling the state to 
go hang if they did not choose to 
come to its aid. In a word, it never 
occurred to the Canadians to raise an 
army by any other. means than the 
volunteer method. 

There are many American 
who share the Canadian view, and 
while these’ are not enlisting over 
night, by the million, as some cgn- 
gressmen so confidently” predicted, 
they are nevertheless enlisting in 
considerable numbers. But the ma- 
jority of our youth have’ learned 
much since 1914, and look at the 
matter of military service ‘from a 
new angle. They are quite willing to 
serve their country, but they do not 
see why certain ones should spring 
to arms while a lot of others who 
owe the same duty remain at home 
and make high wages or great pro- 
fits out of the war in which the vel- 
unteers make nothing but on the con- 
trary lose legs, blood, and health. 

It ig plain to them that the only 
fair way in which the selection of 
soldiers can be made is by the draw- 
ing of lots. They are ey aoa | will- 
ig to take chances.

in a munition factory, or a chair 
n an office, they will perform their 
duty to the country in that capacity, 
and if they draw™a billet with a regi- 
inent of infantry, or a battery of ar- 
tillery, they .will go to France , or 
elsewhere, and acquit themselves as 
Americans should. 


The Austrian _Emperor’s Prayer

Much Good Steel 
On Verdun Field 


Salvaging Steel From the Famous 
Battlefield Will Be Profit- 
able Work © 


Millions of shells from German 
and French guns of various calibrés 
have left the battlefield of Ver- 
Gun holding a veritable mine of 
ready refined steel. So ‘great is the 
store of scrap metal that the: steel 
industry is figuring the adyantage 
of trying to rake the blood ‘soaked 
area of France’s supreme resistance, 
when the war is over, to redeem the 
fragments, : 

Military reports on many days cal- 
culated that a million or more pro- 
jectiles had fallen into the area in 
twenty-four hours. The steel trade, 
however, prefers to’ estimate that 
Verdun was hammered at the moder- 
ate rate of a million a week. 

A total weight of 1,350,000 tons is 
believed to await profitable redemp- 
tion from the area of the fortress. 
At the present price of scrap steel, 
17.50 a ton, the deposit is) worth 
23,625,000.

Food Shortage Will Not Be Relieved 
in 1917 

The world-wide ‘shortage of food, 
is not likely to end with 1917. Re- 
serve stocks are depleted. No matter 
what efforts are put forth now, thére 
will -be no accumulation of reserves 
by next autumn. We shall enter 
1318 wish bare shelves, and, even if 
the war ends with the present sum- 
mer, general unsettlement and delay 
in restoring to civil employment men 
now. engaged in war will probably 
cause world production next year to 
fall below the normal. 

It is imperative, therefore, that in 
this country our plans for increased 
production shoul 
the present. We have, indeed, been 
too slow in appreciating the condi- 
tion by which we are faced to render 
possible such increase in production 
this year as should have been provid- 
ed for. It: is not early now to plan 
for next season. While doing every- 
thing possible to recover lost ground 
in 1917, let us not forget the necessi- 
ties of 1918. More production this 
year and still more production next 
year should be the motto ever in 
mind.—From the Toronto Globe.
